In the past, phone bids 
have been accepted at our office until two hours prior to a floor session. Beginning with this sale, no 
bids will be accepted at our office after 12 noon Eastern Standard Time on Saturday. Any Saturday 
afternoon bids will have to be made directly to the auction location. The other change commencing 
with this sale is that bids will be recorded in even Dollar amounts. Odd cents will be reduced to the 
nearest Dollar before entering the bids. Our second group of suggestions pertain to mail delivery. Some 
of you received your last catalog a bit late. We do not send catalogs by First Class Mail except to 
subscribers and highly successful bidders. All others are sent via Bulk Mail four weeks | prior to the sale 
date (check your catalog to see how it was sent). Since our subscription rates are moderate and include 
the prices realized after the sale, we suggest you subscribe if you want guaranteed prompt delivery. To 
our Canadian bidders, one Rac comment. Please bid ee) as mail from Canada, su dase the 
Prairie Provinces frequently takes 7 to 10 fis to reach us. 


Our next sale ae be in May in conjunction with the Sechigd: State Susans Society’ iS Spring 
Show which is being held in Lansing this year. We are accepting consignments for this sale until March — 
20th. This sale as well as the current one include major consignments from Collector’ 's Research of 
Montreal. The Michigan State sale will be a departure from our norm in several respects. Basically we - 
will be offering large quantities of bulk lots including dealer/investor lots as well as runs of all different 
dates and types from one country in a lot. These will be somewhat in the ‘style of. Glendining lots 
which may give an advantage to floor bidders.
